“This decrease must be a 
“| uted to the new Motor Vehicle in Íi- 
spection law and the stepped-up 
educational programs by the Safe- 
ty Council and the 
Highway Safety Patrol,” he said. 

According to Wise, Mississippi 
had one of the highest traffic 
death rates in the nation during 
1860, and even though the death 
tate remains high, the state ex- 
perienced one of the nations high- 
est percentage decrease in 1961. 

Wise believes the downward 
trend in traffic accidents and 
deaths will continue if the Legis- 
lature continues to enact laws de- 
signed to modernize. the State’s 
Traffic Code. This modernization 
will include an eventual semi- 
annual motor vehicle inspection 
instead of the present once-a-year 
requirement. 

“Many vehicles pass inspection 
by a small margin,” Wise said, 
“and these vehicles become sub- 
marginal long before the next in- 
spection period. We need to cor- 
rect this weakness.” ‘ 

The Council President said that 
since vehicles are required to 
meet minimum standards before 
being allowed to drive. 

According to Wise, the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety cannot re- 
examine a person to see ‘if he 
can still safely operate a motor 
vehicle. 

“There are, in our state, people 
who are totally blind but have in 
their possession a valid drivers 
license. Changes must be made 
here,” he said. 

The safety official stated that 
legislation would be introduced to 
allow the Department of Public 
Safety to reexamine any person 
suspected of being physically or 
mentally incapable of safely op 
erating a car. 

The enactment of this law will 
result in a further decrease in 
traffic accidents and deaths,” 
Wise said. 


1961 Farm Income 


Last year’s farm income will 
be nearly record high for Missis- 
sippi. The 1961 income from crops 
end livestock alone is estimated 
at $661 million. This is second to 
the all-time high of $671 million 
in 1953. Livestock and livestock 
products account for 41 per cent 
of this $661 million. Gross farm 
income for Mississippi is estimat- 
ed at $767 million compared with 
$709 million in 1960 and $683 
million for the five year average 
1955-59.

At least six applications should 
be made, end perhaps seven or 
eight during rainy seasons. | 


Dr. W. W. Neel, Experiment 
Station entomologist, is seeking to 
develop an insect control program, 
using insecticides which may be 
sprayed along with the fungicide. 
In preliminary work, he has been 
able to reduce infestations of 
shuckworms by aerial sprays. He 
observed, too, that sprayed trees 
retained their leaves longer in the 
fall which could result in a great- 
er nut set the following year. 

Details on results of these tests, 
as published in the February is- 
sue of Mississippi Farm Research, 
are available to pecan growers on 
request from the Experiment Sta- 
tion at State College. The research 
was made possible trough the co- 
operation of the Bass Pecan Com- 
pany, the Magnolia Aviation Com- 
pany, and the companies which 
manufacture the chemicals used.

The legislation, Public Law 87- 
378, authorized the immediate in- 
duction of any man who enlisted 
in the so-called six-month reserve 
program under age 26, and after 
October 4, 1961, and who there- 
after fail to participate satisfac- 
torily in reserve training. Prior 
to the passage of that law, only 
men who enlisted in these pro- 
grams under age 18% were liable 
to be certified for accelerated in- 
duction. 

Local Boards of Selective Serv- 
ice act simply as agents to deliv- 
er such unsatisfactiory reservists 
for induction, the State Director 
‘explained. Determination of un- 
satisfactory participation and cer- 
tification df the reservists for in- 


duction are functions of the Arm-|p 


ed Forces, he added. When such 
reservists are inducted, they are 
inducted into the branch of the 
armed forces of which their re- 
serve component is ą part. 

Prior to the approval of Public 
Law 87-378 and the amendments 
to Selective Service regulations, 
men who entered the six-month 
reserve between the ages of 18% 
and 26, and thereafter failed to 
participate satisfactorily, lost their 
deferment as members of the re- 
serve. But they would be induct- 
ed only if available and when 
reached in their normal turn, de- 
termined by date of birth. 

“The above law will be a defi- 
nite asset in helping the National 
Guard and Reserve Units to be- 
come more efficient in combat 
readiness.
